c) tm off-axis means for creating a non-uniform vortex in material within the 
container when ihe mixing assembly operates to mix the material within the container. 

24. (New) A food mixer device, comprising: 

a) a base with a motor capable of turning a drive mechanism extending 
■ , ; therefrom; and 

b) an off-axis goblet, disposable on the base, comprising 

• : i) a container having a longitudinal axis centered within the container; 

ii) a mixing assembly cngageable with the drive mechanism and 
disposable within the container so as to be centered near the bottom of the 
container, the mixing assembly having a plurality of blades spaced away from the 
sides of the container and mounted about a single rotational axis, and 

in) an off-axis means for creating a non-uniform vortex in 
material within the container when the mixing assembly operates to mix the
